ICC  Surgical  Technology  program 
first  community  college  in  state 
to  add  laparoscopic  simulator

Itawamba  Community  Col¬ 
lege’s  Surgical  Technology 
majors  will  now  benefit  from 
top-of-the-line  equipment  as 
they  prepare  to  enter  their 
field  of  study. 

ICC’s  program  is  the  first  in 
the  state  that  has  added  a  la¬ 
paroscopic  simulator,  which  is 
a  tool  that  demonstrates  virtu¬ 
ally  all  major  abdominal  sur¬ 
gical  procedures,  chest 
procedures  and  pelvic  proce¬ 
dures,  allowing  learners  to 
begin  to  familiarize  them¬ 
selves  with  performance 
methodologies. 

Simulation  training  serv¬ 
ices  can  augment  learners’ 
dexterity  and  visualization; 
eliminate  the  ergonomic  dis¬ 
comfort  of  long  surgery  serv¬ 
ices  and  work  to  turn 
simulators  into  an  essential 
technology  for  the  patient, 
learners  and  hospitals. 

“Access  to  this 
simulator, which  is  used  in 
medical  schools  across  the 
country,  will  enable  our  stu-

Vaughn  said  that  simula¬ 
tion  offers  a  way  for  learners 
to  master  new  skill  sets  with-

tients.  “This  is  important  be¬ 
cause  often  the  complexity  of 
laparoscopic  procedures  in  a 
clinical  setting  can  lead  to 
challenging  circumstances  for 
which  professionals  must  be 
fully  prepared. 

Use  of  the  simulation 
equipment  provides  a  more

comprehensive  laparoscopic 
education  while  emphasizing 
safe  and  skilled  techniques, 
Vaughn  said.  Simulated  clini¬ 
cal  experiences  can  take  place 
outside  of  the  operating  room 
and  offer  strong  insight  into 
what  is  expected  during  these 
procedures. 

“The  simulator  allows  stu¬ 


dents  to  experience  11  surgical 
areas  and  many  more  surgical 
procedures,”  said  Rilla  Jones, 
dean  of  health  science  instruc¬ 
tion.  “Gaining  experience  be¬ 
fore  the  clinical  rotation 
makes  the  time  in  the  operat¬ 
ing  room  more  efficient  and 
can  accelerate  the  mastery  of 
the  needed  clinical  skills.” 

ICC’s  Surgical  Technology 
three-semester  program  pre¬ 
pares  individuals  to  serve  as 
members  of  surgical  teams 
where  they  work  with  sur¬ 
geons,  anesthesiologists  and 
certified  registered  nurse 
anesthetists,  registered  nurses 
and  other  surgical  patient  care 
with  responsibilities  before, 
during  and  after  surgery. 

Graduates  receive  a  certifi¬ 
cate  of  completion  and  are  el¬ 
igible  to  take  the  national 
credentialing  exam  to  become 
a  certificate  surgical  technolo¬ 
gist.  With  some  additional  ac¬ 
ademic  courses,  the  graduate 
may  receive  the  Associate  of 
Applied  Science  degree.

CY:  How  has  COVID  affected 
student  activities  this  semes¬ 
ter?

ICC’s  Langford  attains  status 
as  Certified  Emergency  Nurse

Dr.  Shawna  Langford  of 
Saltillo,  Itawamba  Community 
College  Associate  Degree 
Nursing  instructor,  recently 
attained  Certified  Emergency 
Nurse  status. 

According  to  the  American 
Association  of  Critical  Care 
Nurses,  nursing  is  the  nation’s 
largest  healthcare  profession 
with  more  than  3.8  million 
registered  nurses  nationwide. 
Only  55,540  have  attained  sta¬ 
tus  as  a  Certified  Emergency 
Nurse,  based  on  figures  from 
the  Board  of  Certification  for 
Emergency  Nursing. 

Earning  and  maintaining 
emergency  nursing  specialty 
certification  demonstrates  a 
commitment  to  lifelong  learn¬ 
ing,  notes  the  BCEN  website. 
“The  pride,  sense  of  accom¬ 
plishment  and  self-confidence 


that  come  with  knowing  you 
are  at  the  very  top  of  your  pro¬ 
fession  deliver  unparalleled 
personal  satisfaction.  Being  a 
certified  nurse  distinguishes 
you  among  your  peers,  allows 
you  to  serve  as  a  role  model 
and  sets  you  up  for  advance¬ 
ment  and  optimal  career  suc¬ 
cess.” 

“One  of  my  goals  for  my 
profession  when  I  was  in  nurs¬ 
ing  school  was  to  become  an 
emergency  nurse,”  Langford 
said.  “Shortly  after  I  began 
working  in  the  emergency  de¬ 
partment  in  1998, 1  developed 
a  desire  to  hold  the  title  of  Cer¬ 
tified  Emergency  Nurse,  but  I 
wanted  to  be  well-prepared  so 
that  when  I  took  the  exam,  I 
would  pass  it.  I  waited  a  long 
time  and  even  had  to  use  some 
of  the  same  supportive  strate¬ 
gies  I  share  with  my  students

on  myself,  but  I  finally  sched¬ 
uled,  took  and  passed  the 
exam.  I  continue  to  work  PRN 
in  the  emergency  department 
as  well  as  take  students  there 
for  a  clinical  rotation.  I  wanted 
to  have  something  to  show 
them  that  nurses  really  never 
stop  learning,  and  I  feel  that 
taking  the  time  to  study  and 
take  a  certification  exam  is  a 
way  for  them  to  see  that.” 


Langford  has  been  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  ICC’s  associate  degree 
nursing  faculty  since  2012. 
She  is  also  a  staff  nurse  at  the 
North  Mississippi  Medical 
Center  as  and  an  online  nurse 
evaluator  for  Western  Gover¬ 
nors  University.  Her  honors 
include  Delta  Epsilon  Tau 
Honor  Society  and  Upsilon 
Omicron  Chapter  of  Sigma 
Theta  Tau  International 
Honor  Society  of  Nursing. 
Langford  earned  the  associ¬ 
ate’s  degree  from  Northeast 
Mississippi  Community  Col¬ 
lege,  bachelor’s  degree  from 
Mississippi  University  for 
Women,  master’s  degree  from 
the  University  of  North  Ala¬ 
bama  and  the  doctoral  degree 
from  American  Sentinel  Uni¬ 
versity,  all  in  nursing.  Lang¬ 
ford  serves  as  a  member  of  the 


ADN  systemic  evaluation 
committee  and  is  involved  in 
planning  and  implementation 
for  a  nurse  mentorship  pro¬ 
gram  for  ICC’s  Associate  De¬ 
gree  Nurses. 

“Dr.  Langford  has  obtained 
her  terminal  degree  in  nurs¬ 
ing,  so  it  is  significant  to  see 
her  continue  to  strive  for  ex¬ 
cellence  and  be  a  role  model 
for  our  students  to  actively 
participate  in  lifelong  learn¬ 
ing,”  said  Dr.  Dana  Walker,  di¬ 
rector  of  ICC’s  ADN  program. 
“Our  accreditors  require  nurs¬ 
ing  faculty  to  be  current  in 
nursing  practice,  and  this  cer¬ 
tification  is  one  way  of  keeping 
current  with  the  ever-chang¬ 
ing  healthcare  field.  It  is  also 
extremely  important  for 
nurses  striving  for  safety, 
quality  and  excellence.”

Face-to-face  only  courses  continue  to  be  delivered 
in  a  traditional  format  Monday  through  Thursday  at 
all  three  of  the  College’s  locations,  Fulton,  Tupelo 
and  Belden  since  ICC  has  transitioned  to  a  four-day 
instructional  calendar.  Sumerel  said  that  all  class¬ 
rooms  have  been  reconfigured  with  desks  positioned 
six  feet  apart,  and  typically  larger  classes  have  been 
relocated  to  spaces  that  will  accommodate  more  stu¬ 
dents  to  enable  physical  distancing.

2)  Close  all  blinds. 

3)  Turn  off  lights. 

4)  Use  room  furnishings  to  barricade  doors  and 
as  protection. 

5)  Everyone  should  sit  on  the  floor,  away  from 
doors  and  windows. 

6)  Make  no  noise. 

7)  Remain  in  lockdown  until  it  is  cleared  with  a 
notice  via  ICC  ALERT  or  the  police/administrator 
gives  te  ALL  CLEAR  code. 

In  addition,  these  are  procedures  in  the  event  of 
severe  weather  conditions  or  evacuation.

The  Freshman  20  is  a  fear 
among  college  students,  and  ac¬ 
cording  to  reports,  stress  from 
classes  can  lead  to  weight  gain. 

Lucky  for  Itawamba  Commu¬ 
nity  College  students,  there  are  fit¬ 
ness  facilities  at  all  three  locations 
to  help  maintain  a  healthy  lifestyle 
and  keep  those  pounds  at  bay. 

Fitness  Center  Coordinator 
Michelle  Pruitt  provides  insight 
about  how  COVID-19  has  affected 
ICC’s  facilities. 

For  those  who  want  to  burn  a 
few  calories,  regulations  and  pro¬ 
cedures  could  differ  from  when 
the  pandemic  began.  “We  have 
had  to  limit  our  capacity  and  man¬ 
age  workout  times  due  to  COVID- 
19,”  Pruitt  said. 

A  reservation  system,  which 
also  helps  in  keeping  tabs  on  pos¬ 
itive  cases  of  COVID  and  those 
who  come  in  contact,  is  in  place 
for  those  who  still  wish  to  utilize 
the  center,  but  an  hour  is  all  that 
is  permitted. 

However,  students  need  not 
worry  about  the  dreaded  “fresh¬ 
man  20”  since  the  centers  are  still 
operating,  and  the  Fulton  Campus 
facility  is  offering  a  few  classes 
such  as  yoga,  spin  and  step  aero¬ 
bics.  Each  class  is  limited  in  num¬ 
ber,  Pruitt  said.  The  recreational 
gym  also  allots  an  hour  reserva¬ 
tion.  However,  it  is  even  more  lim¬ 
ited  with  a  two-person  per  goal 
shoot  around  and  no  game  play  or 
contact  play  allowed.  Individuals 
are  also  permitted  to  bring  a

guest,  but  it  must  be  noted  on  the 
reservation. 

According  to  Pruitt,  since  the 
green  light  to  up  the  capacity  to  75 
percent,  all  machines  are  open, 
but  spaced  to  continue  to  adhere 
to  social  distancing  guidelines. 
Pruitt  said  that  COVID  hinders 
her  goal  of  increasing  exercise 
class  size  and  gaining  more  stu¬

Mounce  of  Tupelo,  Alumnus  of

Davis  of  Okolona  and  Tyson  Lee  of 
Germantown,  Tenn.,  Athletic  Hall 
of  Fame. 

JIM  MOUNCE 

A  native  of  Ecru,  Mounce  is  a 
1964  graduate  of  Itawamba  Junior 
College.  During  his  two  years,  he 
was  a  member  of  the  football  and 
baseball  teams,  sophomore  class 
president  and  class  favorite, 
cutest.  His  educational  back¬ 
ground  also  includes  the  bache¬ 
lor’s  degree  from  the  University  of 
Mississippi,  master’s  degree  from 
Bellevue  University  and  the  juris 
doctorate  from  the  University  of 
Mississippi  School  of  Law.  From 
1969-85,  Mounce  practiced  law  in 
Tupelo,  and  from  1985-2000,  he 
was  the  chief  operating  officer  for 
Woodmen  of  the  World  Life  In¬ 
surance  Society  and  president, 
CEO  and  chairman  of  the  board 
for  Woodmen  Life  from  2000 
until  he  retired  in  2009. 

Currently  he  is  serving  on  the 
boards  of  Sanctuary  Hospice  and 
the  Itawamba  Community  College 
Foundation,  Inc.  and  is  a  member 
of  Harrisburg  Baptist  Church.  His 
past  board  service  includes  Boys 
and  Girls  Clubs  of  Omaha  (Neb.), 
Omaha  Community  Theatre, 
Goodwill  Industries  of  Greater 
Nebraska,  U.S.  Bank  (Omaha  Di¬ 
vision),  Greater  Omaha  Chamber 


of  Commerce,  Strategic  Command 
Consultation  Committee  and  Ne¬ 
braska  Methodist  Health  System. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Kiwanis 
Clubs  in  Omaha  and  Tupelo  for 
more  than  35  years. 

Mounce  is  currently  a  member 
of  both  the  Mississippi  and  Ne¬ 
braska  Bar  Associations. 

He  and  his  wife,  the  former, 
Jennie  Witt,  have  one  son,  Scott 
(Alison)  and  one  granddaughter, 
Piper,  residents  of  Austin,  Tex. 
KEBO  DAVIS 

In  1971-72,  Davis  played  foot¬ 
ball  at  IJC,  where  he  was  voted 
Most  Versatile  and  Sophomore 
Favorite.  He  was  selected  as  hon¬ 
orable  mention  All-State  in  1971 
and  All-State  in  1972,  the  same 
year  he  played  in  the  Mississippi 
Junior  College  All-Star  Classic. 

The  1971  football  team  was 
composed  of  40  freshmen  and 
only  five  sophomores.  Davis 
played  offensive  halfback  and  was 
the  punt  returner.  His  leadership, 
both  in  practice  and  in  games, 
contributed  in  a  large  measure  to 
IJC’s  first  winning  season  in  sev¬ 
eral  years  and  to  IJC’s  tying  for 
the  league  lead  in  scoring  that  sea¬ 
son.  During  a  close  loss  to  1971 
National  Champion  Gulf  Coast, 
Davis  returned  a  punt  76  yards  for 
a  touchdown  and  scored  another 
on  a  60-yard  pass  reception,  ac¬ 
counting  for  two  of  three  scores. 

Following  his  college  days, 
Davis  had  a  successful  career  in 
the  furniture  industry  in  Okolona, 
retiring  in  2012.  He  also  served  as 
football,  basketball  and  baseball 


coach  and  interim  headmaster  at 
Chickasaw  Academy. 

He  and  his  wife,  Debbie,  have 
two  children,  John  Parker  Davis 
and  Chip  Holloway. 

TYSON  LEE 

Lee,  who  attended  ICC  from 
2006-07,  earned  both  the  bache¬ 
lor’s  and  master’s  degrees  from 
Mississippi  State  University. 

Since  2019,  he  has  been  lower 
school  principal  at  Evangelical 
Christian  School  in  Germantown, 
Tenn.  His  additional  employment 
history  includes  the  St.  Louis 
Rams  scouting  department  from 
2012-13,  Fellowship  of  Christian 
Athletes,  2013-15;  Redeemer 
Church,  2015-16;  Mississippi 
State  Bulldog  Club,  2016-18  and 
Lightbearers  Ministries,  2018-19.

ICC  falls  in  season  opener; 
Holmes  game  postponed 


Staff  Reports 
ICC  didn’t  open  its  abbrevi¬ 
ated  football  season  as 
planned,  Oct.  l,  when  the  In¬ 
dians  lost  to  Coahoma  Com¬ 
munity  College,  37-23. 

The  Indians  started  the 
game  with  a  long  drive  that 
was  capped  off  by  a  nine-yard 
touchdown  pass  from  AV 
Smith  (Pensacola,  Fla.)  to  Qua 
Davis  (Biggersville).  However, 


they  only  led  6-0  after  a  failed 
point  after  attempt  on  a  mis- 
cue  from  the  field  goal  unit. 

Coahoma  took  the  lead  as 
time  expired  in  the  first  quar¬ 
ter  on  a  four-yard  Jakobi 
Jackson  touchdown  run  and  a 
successful  extra  point.  In  a 
slow  second  quarter,  the 
Tigers  added  a  field  goal  to 
their  lead  to  take  a  10-6  ad¬ 
vantage  into  halftime. 


In  the  third  quarter,  the  In¬ 
dians  battled  back  to  take  a 
23-16  lead  after  a  Shane 
Lasher  (Olive  Branch)  field 
goal,  a  nine-yard  touchdown 
from  Smith  and  a  32-yard 
touchdown  pass  from  Smith 
to  Octavious  Williams  (Horn 
Lake).  However,  Coahoma, 
who  had  scored  earlier  on  a 
39-yard  touchdown  run,  tied 
the  contest  at  23  with  12  sec¬ 


onds  left  in  the  quarter  on  a 
70-yard  touchdown  pass  from 
Bryce  Wallace  to  Von  Hill. 

Coahoma  carried  the  mo¬ 
mentum  of  that  late  touch¬ 
down  into  the  fourth  quarter, 
taking  advantage  of  ICC 
turnovers  to  score  two  touch¬ 
downs  and  pick  up  the  37-23 
win.
